Hunt Cigarette 


Tax Dodgers 


Tax collectors in 38 states are 
on the hunt for new game—the 
fellow who buys out-of-state cig- 
arettes by mail order te save pay- 
ing his state tax. 

They hope to flush some $20,- 
000,000 in taxes out of his pockets 
next year. 

The tax men got the go-ahead 
signal Oct. 19 when President Tru- 
man signed new cigarette tax 
legislation. 

This law requires persons sell- 
ing cigarettes in interstate com- 
merce to furnish the tax admin- 
istrators of each state where they 
have customers with a complete 


list of people —except regularly | 
licensed distributors — receiving | 
during the previous 


such goods 
month. 

A nationwide survey. by the 
Associated Press showed Saturday 
that most states plan vigorous tax 
enforcement. 

There are eight states chat have 
no cigarette taxes. rhe bulk of 
the mail order business is con- 
ducted from some of these states. 
They are California, 


lina, Oregon, Virginia and Wyo- 
ming 

Two other states—lIllinois and 
Nevada—are prevented by their 
own state laws or court decisions 
from collecting from consumers 
a tax on cigarettes bought out of 
state. These states have a sellers 
rather than users tax, so their 
residents still can buy mail order 


cigarettes for their own use with- 


out paying a tax. 

The remaining 38 states all re- 
port they expect to take advantage 
of the additional tax collection op- 
portunity. A few of them how- 
ever, including New York, Illinois 
and Idaho, expect to concentrate 
on distributors inside c.heir own 
states who resell untaxed cigar- 
ettes they obtain out of state. 

The cigarette mail order houses 


are considering a test of the con- 
stitutionality of the law. Some of 


these firms bitterly attacked the’ 


legislation as “an obvious restraint 


of trade by setting up tariff walls 


around each state.”

service to new customers. It takes equipment and materials. Heavy 
machinery, thousands of feet of small steel pipe and large diameter 
steel and cast iron mains are essential in extending initial services 
to homes and industries. 

Since the war’s end, as fast as materials and equipment have 
become available, our record has been one of constant expansion. 
During the four year period ended September 30, 1949, our plant 
facilities have been increased 50%. During the past twelve months, 
we have spent $2,844,932 for additions to our distribution and 
plant facilities, which may be compared with prewar expenditures 
in 1940 of $683,387. Included in last year’s expenditures is the cost 
of more than 300 miles of small steel pipe and a very substantial 
tonnage of large diameter steel and cast iron mains which were 
installed in the territory we serve. Part of this pipe was used to run 
more than 12,000 new services during the past twelve months. Over 
1500 of these services were installed in September alone. The num- 
ber of customers we served in September, 1948, has increased from 
150,863 to 167,458 in September, 1949. 

Now, because of the steel industry shutdown, this expansion of 
gas service is being brought to a standstill. The stoppage of the mills 
has made it impossible for us to obtain steel pipe from our usual 
sources of supply, and this in turn has greatly curtailed the work

of % to 8 inch steel pipe every month, to operate at capacity. How- 
ever, we have been fortunate in securing from the middle west 
approximately 8 miles of steel pipe for laying gas mains, which we 
hope will permit us to keep our construction forces working until 
all kinds of needed pipes are available again. We are using other 
materials wherever possible, but we still cannot get enough to meet 
requirements. This means that thousands of homes which were 
scheduled to receive gas service during the latter part of 1949 will 
not be served until 1950—depending upon when the shipment of 
steel is resumed. 

Ours has been a story of progress in one of the nation’s fastest 

growing sections, and it is with deep regret that we must tell you 
our problems. We regret, also, that it is not possible to give you 
any definite information or assurance as to when new gas services 
can be run—unless your project is already started and the pipe is 
on hand to complete your job. 

That the steel industry shutdown will be settled soon and output 
resumed is our sincere hope. Then we can go forward again with our 
expansion program and bring you the gas service you are waiting 
for. In the meantime, we will make every effort to keep our 
customers informed of the situation. We ask your patience in 
circumstances over which we have no control.

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The New Highway Plan 


We note with approval the administra- 
tion’s proposal for revision of the State 
Highway Department setup. 


While by no means convinced that it 
is the best approach to the problem, we 
are reassured by this evidence that our 
government officials are at least facing 
up to it. Moreover, the fact that they have 
made public their suggestions two and a 
half months prior to the reconvening of 
the Legislature indicates that they are will- 
ing, even eager, to have its merits ade- 
quately aired before any action 1s taken. 


The constant dilemma of our highway 
program is, of course, an inadequacy of 
funds. The basic reason that Georgia’s 
roads are inferior to those of most other 

‘ States is that they as a rule devote all 
their gasoline tax receipts to highway 
building and maintenance. We have not 
been able or willing to do that. Gasoline 
taxes in Georgia go into the general treas- 
ury and money is made available there- 
from to the Highway Department without 
priority, just as to the other departments 
of the government. Its appropriation sel- 
dom runs to even 50 percent of the reve- 
nue produced by the gas tax—usually allo- 
cated entirely to road-building in other 
States—and so we have no real reason fo 
expect our highway system to be more 
than half as good as those of other States. 


But that handicap, basic though it be, 
is a long-range problem. Unless and until 
Georgia revises its over-all tax structure 
so as to provide adequate money for 
schools, welfare and additional State serv- 
ices from other sources, we shall be forced 
to use the revenue from the gas tax for 
other than highway purposes. 


Meanwhile, there is something we can 
do something about. 


The operation of the Highway Depart- 
ment for political purposes has been an 
admitted and costly fact since the day it 
was established. In greater or lesser de- 
gree every Governor in the past 30 years 


. guards. 


has used it to further his own personal or 
factional ends. Thus the already inade- 
quate funds available have been dissi- 
pated according to political expediency 
rather than to any continuing plan. The 
inevitable result has been a patchwork, 
nonintegrated system which is hardly wor- 
thy of the name. 


State Sen. J. Knox Gholston, of Comer, 
a former member of the State Highway 
Board, has done a splendid job of focusing 
public attention on the need for reform. 
At considerable personal expense, Sen. 
Gholston has promulgated a proposed revi- 
sion of the current setup entailing a High- 
way Board with constitutional status, the 
membership of which shall be named for 
staggered terms by the State Legislature 
rather than by the Governor as at pres- 
ent. The Gholston plan would go fur- 
ther, providing “positive, direct and defi- 
nite laws of provision, direction, restric- 
tion and precision, with teeth in them, 
governing and controlling the operation, 
functioning and management of the State 
Highway Department in every phase of 
its administration.” 


The Gholston plan has attracted con- 
siderable support in the Legislature as 
well as with the general public. Even so, 
it is doubtful that it would receive the two- 
thirds vote in both houses necessary for 
passage of a constitutional amendment. 
Still, it may be passed by legislative en- 
actment, its provisions thereby having 
statutory rather than constitutional safe- 
Or a compromise measure, such 
as that put forth by the administration, 
may be adopted. 


The public, which is about convinced 
that anything would be an improvement 
over the present setup, will insist that 
something be done. 


Moreover, it will insist that it be done 
in January, thereby preventing, if possi- 
ble, a recurrence next year of the waste 
of public funds for vote-getting rather 
than road-building purposes. 


Reformation Day in Atlanta Churches 


Under the auspices of the Christian 
Council and the Evangelical Ministers’ As- 
sociation, Atlanta today will celebrate Ref- 
ormation Day with a service at the Munici- 
pal Auditorium. 


The Reformation was the religious 
movement, or revolution, in the sixteenth 
century which resulted in the formation 
of the Protestant church. There had been 
earlier attempts to bring about a reforma- 
tion which generally was agreed upon as 
necessary. The Reforming Councils of 
Pisa had been unsuccessful in an attempt 
to reform the church administration and 
members in the fifteenth century. There 
also were various separatist movements, 
which while they removed themselves 
from the authority of the church, brought 
about no general reformation because of 
the small number affected. 


By the time the new movement ap- 
peared in the sixteenth century there were 
factors which were to be of great assist-

ance. The printing press was the most 
potent. Wide circulation of the history of 
the early church, the New Testament and 
the growth of nationalism which wished 
to have its religious affairs handled within 
the nation and not at distant Rome—all 
these, and more, contributed to the suc- 
cess of the Reformation. It began in Ger- 
many under Martin Luther, who declared, 
after long study of the Bible, that a man 
is not justified by works but by faith 
alone in Jesus Christ. A similar move- 
ment began in Switzerland, France, the 
Netherlands, Britain, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway and extended even into Bohemia, 
Hungary and Poland. 


The movement spread rapidly, but in 
some countriés, notably the latter named, 
the Counter Reformation work of the mis- 
Sionaries of the Jesuits was successful in 
almost entirely overcoming it. 


Throughout the world there are annual 
services by the churches of the Reforma- 
tion celebrating the event. 


Youngsters Wrote State Premarital Bill 


Georgia's “Youth Assembly”—high school boys and girls who come to the State Capitol each year 


to play legislating—was responsible for the grown-u 


p General Assembly passing one of the most far- 


reaching pieces of social legislation in history. Attorney General Eugene Cook tells how it happened 


For 25 years, ‘he adult legislators had been 
fighting over a pre-martial examination bill, 
never passing it. Last year, the Youth Assembly 
promptly passed one. In January, the grown-up 
Legislature asked the State Law Department to 
draft a pre-marital bill. Cook says he simply took 
the bill as passed by the Youth Assembly, added 
a few legal words, and handed it to the rea! 
General Assembly. It passed. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL amendment may be at 
tempted in January to raise the pay of Georgia 
Legislators. One administration supporter sug- 
gests that a Legislator receives an annual salary 
of $1,200 in addition to $10 per day expenses 
while attending to official business. Solons now 
get $15 per day while attending sessions. : 


It was pointed out that a Legislator is 
called upon by his constituents several times 
a year to come to the State Capitol, and he 
has to foot these expenses himself. Many 
Legislators complain that the $15 a day for 
the sessions is hardly sufficient to cover the 
_ of food, shelter, clothing, transportation. 


Those advocating higher pay for Legislators 
say higher type persons could be induced to serve 
in the General Assembly, and that the enticements 
from lobbyists who are ready to pay bills and 
entertain poorly-paid solons would be lessened. 
They also report that Legislators are paid higher 


in several other States. What they do not observe. 


however, is that those other states have far fewer 
solons than Georgia’s 259 members. 


IN THESE DAYS of higher prices, state board 
members also are complaining that they are hav- 
ing to spend their own money to finance trips to 
Atlanta for official meetings. State law provides 
pay for the day the member is in attendance. 
Some members live so far from Atlanta that they 
lose one or two days in addition to the working 
day in making the round-trip. For some time, 
pay for most boards has been $7. When new 
boards are advocated, sponsors ask pay of $20 
and $25 for each day a member serves. 


HERE’S an observation as the Irwin County 
case comes up for hearing in Federal Court Nov. 
10. A few years ago, school people in Irwin 
County sponsored a local Constitutional Amend- 
ment prohibiting homestead exemptions on school 
taxes. It passed. It has never been put into effect. 
Here’s the reason: Under the present system of 
distributing equalization and administrative state 
grants to counties, the county with the lowest tax 
digest gets the most money .. . so some counties 
keep their assessments low and their rates high 
to appear poorer than they are. By prohibiting 
homestead exemptions on school taxes Irwin 
County could have raised $10,000 more in local 
taxes. But it would have lost $8,000 in grants 
from the State when it showed this new wealth. 
So, the local people decided it was foolish to get 
the money from their .wn people instead of the 
State like others do. (The Minimum Foundation 
Program would provide an “economic index” 
showing the true wealtl: of communities and not 
penalizing those who have true assessments).

Rain fell all the way. There were mists on 

the hills and the wind blew it like ghostly sheep.

When that was done there were huge platters of- chicken stew 
with old-fashioned dumplings and more of roast chicken with corn- 
bread dressing.

It was a good start for the day, which was devoted to conser- 
vation at the second Ladino Clover Festival in White County and 
Cleveland. Despite the relentless rain several hundred persons 
came to the schoolhouse to hear the talks and to see the display 
of ladino clovers and fescue. 

The fescue had its roots washed clear of mud and soil and they 
made quite a show—dangling a good 24 inches below the large 
clumps of sturdy grass. Fescue grass is like lespedeza, it grows 
down, as they say, before it grows up. 

The giant ladino clover, with its nitrogen-rich soil, made a pretty 


picture, too.

We read always about the archaeologists who dig in the soil of 
ancient lands for remains of old civilizations. When the Army 
Engineers have a project and work approved, they invite the 
archaeologists to examine the sites. 

Down along the lower Chattahoochee the researchers dug down 
almost 10 feet and found remains of a War Between the States 
encampment, where soldiers had left some of their loot or belongings. 

Eighteen inches below it they uncovered remains of an Indian 
floor and campsite. It was of a civilization a thousand years old. 

In other words, in the less than 90 years since the War Between 
the States erosion down the Chattahoochee River has brought down 
enough good topsoil from the farms of counties above to build 


almost 10 feet of soil. . 
In the 1,000 years and more before only 18 inches of soil had 


been deposited by the river. . 

This is the best erosion story yet told. Nature and the Indians 
were doing a good job of conservation. Man, with his ax, his saw- 
mill and his plowed fields left to the rains with no grasses to hold 


them, has kept the rivers yellow.

Roosevelts To Ride Again? 


WASHINGTON—Although racing bettors who fancy Greentree 


or Calumet Farms sometimes put their money on two horses of the 
same stable, a parlay on two members of the same family for the 
governorships of two of the largest States in the Union is certainly 
a novel phenomenon in American politics. 

Nonetheless, such a parlay is now entirely possible, on James 
Roosevelt for Governor of California and Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt, Jr., for Governor of New York. It must be added that the 
amount of pleasure this gives to the Truman Administration is so 


small as to be practically nondiscernible. 

To get the extreme long shot out of the way first, 
New York young Franklin Roosevelt would hardly be a possi- 
bility for the New York Governorship if he were anyoue else, or if 
the Democraic Party in New York contained many more mature 
contenders. In fact, however, he is who he is; he has established 


himself in national politics with his brilliant congressional cam- 


paign, and he has such powerful backers as the astute Ed Flynn, 
of the Bronx. 

No one who has watched young Roosevelt’s energetic and san- 
guine approach to public life can doubt that he will seek the New 
York nomination if he has much chance to get it. Furthermore, 
he is likely to make a pretty good try at it. as 

In his early 30s, Franklin Roosevelt is so perfected a politician 
that he senses the vote-getting possibilities of any situation com- 
pletely instinctively, as the old sailing-ship masters sensed the set 
of their sails from the mere sound of the wind in the rigging. Aside 
from Mayor O’Dwyer, his only strong rival in New York is Mayor 
Erastus Corning, of Albany, another young, able and entirely upright 
man, who nevertheless suffers the severe handicap of belonging to 
the O’Connell organization. Thus no one can say that a Roosevelt 
in the New York Governorship race next year is not a long-shot 


bet at least. 


. : As for a Roosevelt in the fight for the California 
California Governorship, this is a grim probability which the 
White House has already reluctantly faced. Life with an invidious 
comparison is never agreeable, and President Truman long ago 
lost whatever sentiment he may once have had about his prede- 
cessor. It is a drawback in the Truman White House nowadays to 
be a holdover from the Roosevelt regime. 

James Roosevelt, moreover, continued to beat the Eisenhower 
drum right into the Philadelphia convention, which Franklin Roose- 
velt, Jr., did not. In addition, James Roosevelt's chief enemies in 
the California Democratic organization are the President’s best 
friends in the State, the loudly loyal amateur cowboy, George 
Luckey, and that usefully prosperous oil man, Ed Pauley. Yet the 
President has swallowed his distaste for James Roosevelt. He has 
mastered his affection for his friends. And he has, in effect, recog- 
nized the young man he so much dislikes as the probably guberna- 
torial nominee in California. 3 

The deed was done on the shrewd advice of the new Chairman 
of the Democrahtic National Committee, William Boyle, who is 
doing a thoroughly professional job pulling together the Democratic 
organizations in a good many States. Boyle went to California on 
a money-raising trip just under two months ago, looked over the 
prospects and concluded there was nothing to George Luckey’s can- 
didacy, and everything behind James Rosevelt’s. He counseled the 
President on his return that recognizing young Roosevelt was the 


realistic thing to do. 


cas The act of recognition was then preformed by 
Recognition Boyle at the rally of West Coast Democrats two 
or three weeks ago. Luckey was so angry that he walked out on 
the party. According to reports in Washington, the already weak 
stop-Roosevelt forces received a blow from which they will not 
recover. The more recent expedition of RFC Chairman Harley Hise, 
to see whether he is not the man to nalt the Roosevelt bandwagon, 
is classified here as a mere fishing trip. Hise is said authorita- 
tively to be without even the most secret White House sponsorship. 
In short, as far as California is concerned, the President seems to 
have given up. 

These facts are remarkably significant, not to say entertaining, 
from several different angles. They emphasize the surviving magic 
of the Roosevelt name, which is a good joke on the Roosevelt haters. 
They hold out a future possibility of two Roosevelts running simul- 
taneously for very high office, which will be a good joke on Presi- 
dent Truman. Above all, the President’s action in California also 
emphasizes the likelihood that Truman is a candidate to succeed 
himself. For he is not a man who forgets friends or makes up with 
enemies without some powerful ulterior motive, such as the preven- 
tion of another California rebellion in the 1952 convention.

In my section it was 
the red spider causing cotton to look very much 
like rust but much more destructive than any- 
thing we have ever had before. It is hardly 
visible, causing the plant to throw off all leaves 
and fruit except almost grown bells. The cotton 
left is very difficult to pick. The fields are 
spotted as it occurred during Summer months. 
This and the addition of boll weevil and boll 
worm has been very disastrous to the cotton 
crop in Western Georgia.

Defends Reregistration 


Editor Constitution: Recent editions of var- 
ious newspapers have carried stories concerning 
the unwillingness of certain counties to begin the 
process of registration of voters under the law 
passed at the last session of the General As- 
sembly. 

I have never thought that the press sufficient- 
ly brought to the attention of the public the situ- 
ation and condition of the various voters’ lists 
throughout the State. It is my belief that 
the failure of the present law for any reason 
would necessitate the passage of another genera! 
registration law. 

At the time of the promulgation of the 1945 
Constitution it was stated such legislation would 
have to be enacted. In 1947 Lt. Gov. Thompson 
had me prepare a registration bill. It died in a 
Senate Committee, but was reintroduced and 
passed in 1949. 

As our experience in Bibb County proves, 


this law is simple and workable. On certain days 


last Spring as many as a thousand voters were 
registered. I am informed that one lady clerk 
handled 240 applications by herself in one day. 
On this basis many of the counties that are hold- 


ing back could handle their entire electorate in 
a matter of days and one man could handle the 
whole thing by himself between now and next 
May without straining himself. 

I still think that most of the opposition te 
this legislation is political. If you would like to 
read a really excellent analysis of this law, I 
refer you to the recent issue of the Mercer Law 
Review. It contains the only strictly accurate 
discussion that I have read on the subject.

It's Been a Rough Year, But-- 


It has been a rough year for the farmers in this part of the country. Day after 
day, in the growing season, the rains came and the waters poured down and the

grass grew up and choked out the cotton. What cotton was left the boll weevil 
—— got. “Every day,” writes my father, “I used to sit in the office and look out the 
“8 window over toward the home place along toward the middle of the afternoon, 


and blamed if a little old cloud didn’t come up every day about the same time and just hang there, 
pouring water on my cotton crop. I’d go out there and water would still be running in the ditches and 


standing in the rows. 


I had one patch of six acres that in any normal year would make better 


than a bale to the acre. It didn’t make a lock of cotton. Instead it made the finest crop of Johnson 
grass you ever saw. Fred Gillespie went in there with a mowing machine and cut 16 big truck loads 


of Johnson grass hay off of that six acres.” 


“Yes, sir,” he went on, “this year taught 
me something. I’m going to do with the durn 
Place what ought to have beep done forty 
years ago. Turn it out to grass and shoot 
any man who comes within a mile of it with 
a pound of cotton seed. I’m going te get me 
some of every kind of grass seed that Chan- 
ning Cope ever invented and spread them 
over the face of the earth. I’m tired of hear- 
ing boll weevils singing in the rain. I’m not 
going to plant a thing that a yearling won’t 
eat or a mowing machine won’t cut. Where 
the grass won't take hold I’m going to let 
the little pines grow.

Advantages of Regional Schools 


If a State budget will not permit it to maintain a first-class tech- 
nical school in a given field, is there any reason in law why it has 
to build a second-class one? Of can it make a contract with a first- 
class school outside its State boundaries—and pay this school for 
services so rendered to students from that State? 

The Board of Control for Southern Regional Education operates 
to find such schools and foster their services of one or more South- 
ern States besides the State in which the school is located. Thus 
Maryland offers to colored citizens of Maryland the facilities of 
Meharry Medical College, Nashville, Tenn. 


Recently a young Negro Marylander brought a mandamus suit 
to force the University of Maryland to admit her to its School of 
Nursing. The trial court found that Meharry College facilities were 
as good as those of the University of Maryland, if not better, and 
that the petitioner would not be disadvantaged professionally at- 
tending Meharry. Appeal has been made to the United States Su- 
preme Court on the grounds of discrimination. 

The Atlanta Constitution makes the point that the Southern 
States in their compact for regional education are not moved solely 
by reasons of the race differences. In 14 professional schools under 
the system, 388 students are beneficiaries of the plan—207 of them 
white and 181 Negro.

Day Poppies 

Are Ready 


By MRS. L. M. DEWELL, 
of College Park, Editor 
Mrs. L. P. Moon, Depart- 
ment Poppy Chairman of 
the American Legion Aux- 
jliary, wishes to remind 
Auxiliary units to order 
their veteran-made poppies 
for sale on Armistice Day, 
Nov. 11, if they have not al- 
ready done so. 


The program is nearing com- 
pletion in the Augusta and Law- 
.son V. A. Hospitals. One hundred 
and sixty-eight men have made 
poppies at Lawson V. A. Hos- 
pital this year from material 
furnished them by the American 
Legion Auxiliary of Georgia, re- 
ceived from National Headquar- 
ters of ALA. 

The occupational therapy de- 
partments in the _ hospitals 
recognize the poppy work as 
having high therapeutic value, 
and the American Legion Auxil- 
iary pays the wages of the men 
weekly throughout the manufac- 
turing period. The poppy sale on 
Armistice Day is conducted en- 
tirely by volunteer workers, and 
every penny received goes into 
direct relief for the disabled men 
and the dependents of the dead 
and disabled. 

The nation-wide sale of memo- 
rial poppies was begun by The 
American Legion, and Auxiliary 
in 1921. The first poppies made 
by American veterans were pro- 
duced in the hospitals of Minne- 
sota, and this work has steadily 
expanded until poppies are be- 
ing made in more than 80 hos- 
pitals and disabled veterans’ 
wofkrooms in 40 different states. 


In 1924 it was seen that this 
program lent itself more natural- 
ly to the work of women than of 
men, and The American Legion 
gave the Auxiliary complete 
charge of the national program. 
No price is fixed for the poppy. 
The purpose of this program is 
to place the symbol ef heroic 
sacrifice above the heart of 
every true American, giving at 
the same time an_opportunity 
to serve the war’s living victims. 

The first instance of wearing 
poppies in honor of the war dead 
occurred in New York City, Nov. 
9 1918, wren. Miss Moina 
Michael, of Athens, distributed 
poppies to men attending the 
25th conference of the YMCA.

If 
you refer to the Sepiember and 
October issues of General Fed- 
eration Clubwoman, you will 
find a full account of this trip. 
Mrs. Buck said that the word

accomplishment. The First Vice- 
President, Mrs. Hiram C. Hough- 
ton, Jr., told about her trip to 
Hawaii to attend the recent Pan- 
Pacific Women’s Association.

WALTER CONDUCTS “EROICA”_Symiphony” No. 3 in Eflat 
Major, Opus 55 (“Eroica”) by Beethoven. Bruno Walter — 
ducting the New York Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra. Col 
lumbia Microgroove (ML*‘ 4228). 


Bruno Walter, considered by many as the world’s leading inter- 
preter of music by the great Beethoven, directs the efficient New 
York Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra in a masterful performance 
of the “Eroica.” This symphony, supposedly dedicated to the mem- 
ory of a great man—presumably Napoleon—is of heroic status; it 
is the work that proves without question the writing genius of 
Beethoven. For in this work, the composer gave to the world a 
score that engenders an exalted feeling for the listener. No one 
could ask for a better reading of -the score than Walter gives in thi 
recording. 


BEETHOVEN’S “CHORAL” SYMPHONY—Symphony No. 9, in 
D-Minor, opus 125 (Choral) by Beethoven. New York Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony Orchestra, Bruno Walter conducting. Co- 
lumbia Microgroove in two volumes. (SL 156, Vol. 1 and 2. 


(ML 4200-4201). 


Beethoven’s last symphony, the great Ninth is recerded by the 
New York Orchestra, directed by Bruno Walter, with Irma Gon- 
zales, soprano; Elena Nikolaidi, contralto; Raoul Jobin, tenor; Mack 
Harrell, baritone, and the Westminster Choir assisting. John F. 
Williamson conducts the choir. This is great music, brilliantly per- 
formed. On the reverse side of the first record in the automatic 
sequence set, Walter conducts the orchestra and Westminster Choir 
in Brahms’\“Song of Destiny, Opus 54.” 


“LIBERIAN SUITE’—Duke Ellington, the composer, directs his 
orchestra and soloists. Columbia Microgroove (CL 6073). 


Duke Ellington was commissioned by the Liberian Government 
in 1947 to compose a suite to be used in the Republic’s commemora- 
tion of its centennial.. The famous Duke came up with valuable 
contribution. to musie in the modern idiom with this work which 
opens with an introductory song and includes a series of five dances. 
The introduction, “I Like the Sunrise,” features Al Hibbler as vocal- 
ist. In Dance No. 1, Ellington uses a resonant African rhythm, de- 
veloping it along American jazz lines; Dance No. 2, is a bright lively 
score, again in the modern idiom; Dance No. 3, features a rhythm 
suggestive of the South American Tango; Dance No. 4, is a wild 
rhythm filled with jungle noises, and Dance No. 5, the Finale, em- 
ploys a subtle melody that slightly resembles Rhumba construction. 
All in all, the suite is good for about 30 minutes of pleasant listen- 
ing. Although some of the themes seem harsh on first listening, 
each takes its place in the musical structure and seems far more 
mellow on second hearing. 


ORMANDY AND THE PHILADELPHIA—“Les Preludes,” by Liszt, 
and “Variations on a Theme by Haydn,” by Brahms. Philadel- 
phia Symphony Orchestra, under the direction of Eugene Or- 
mandy.

This album by the Philadelphia Orchestra is a collector’s item 
for musie lovers. On the first side, “Les Preludes,” considered the 


greatest and most perfectly constructed symphonic poems by the 


noted Liszt, is given an inspiring reading. It is the kind of score 
that a listener will hear over and over again. On the back side, 
Ormandy directs the orchestra in the eight variations of the Haydn 
theme and the Finale.

Singer Como makes quite an impression in this pair of religious 
favorites.

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“This calls for a high order of 
readiness in our strategic air 
force, our fleet and its air arm, 
and to a lesser degree in mobile 
ground units....” 


In his preface, the author, a 
Navy veteran as well as an ex- 
pert on political and foreign af- 
fairs, explains that our problem 
is not primarily to win the next 
war, but to win every battle 
that emerges from the present 
global rivalry. 

“For if we lose too many en- 
gagements in the ‘Cold War,’ we 
shall find ourselves beaten back 
to isolation in the. Western 
Hemisphere. In that event we 
shall lose World War III with- 
out a fight. But if we win enough 
Cold War battles, and maintain 
our edge in strategy, we prob- 
ably shan’t have to fight World 
War III— war nobody really 
would win.” 

Russia, of course, is the focal 
point in this discussion and 
analysis of American foreign 
policy. The Reds need, above all 
else, the industry and technology 
of Europe, the author .points 
out, Without this, they cannot 
hope to match the capacity of 
the United States for supporting 
a sustained, large scale war. 
Consequently, in the event of 
hostilities, ““Russia’s vast armies 
will move westward across Eu- 
rope, harness Europe in a ruth- 
less yoke, organize Europe’s hu- 
man and material resources, and 
make the Continent a going con- 
cern—a Marxist concern.” 


“Then they will send us an 
engraved invitation—to come 
over and push them back out of 
Europe if we can.” 

Concerning the atom bomb 
(the news that Russia has it 
came after this book went to 
press) this author states that it 
will not serve us aS well as it 
will the Russians due to the 
urbanization of our population. 
He concludes: 


“The rightful place of the 
atomic bomb in American mili- 
tary policy, therefore, is a very 
restricted place. We must keep 
it, and develop it and have it 
ready—simply in order to re- 
taliate if it is used against us. 
In our lawless world, that is our 
best hope of dissuading an enemy 
from launching an atomic at- 
tack.” 

Regarding the controversial 
B-36 airplane, the author doubts 
that its potentialities are as great 
as its champions have pictured 
them.

If it intended to do either, it 
failed. 

The novel is a mildly interest- 
ing account of how life was 
lived by a few individuals in a 
Hutterian colony in South Da- 
kota. The Hutterians comprised 
a group linked by religious and 
philosophical as well as political 
beliefs. 

Little Mike, the juvenile hero, 
was brought up on the Hutterian 
maxim: 

“There is no better place in all 
the world than the commune.” 

But doubts rose in the boy’s 
prying mind when an “outsider,” 
a jolly fellow who had deserted 
the colony in his youth, re- 
turned with glowing appraisals 
of the world beyond the com- 
mune’s confines. 

Little Mike began to wonder 

—and thereby hangs the tale. 

Dr. Marcus Bach, the author, 
became interested in Hutterian 
colonies while doing research on 
attempts at Communistic and 
mutualistic living in the United 
States. 

He found that 149 such experi- 
ments in this country had failed 
—and only the Hutterians, who 
first came to America in 1874, 
have kept their forces strong 
and taut against the world. Liv- 
ing without personal possessions, 
luxuries and amusements, they 
supposedly work unitedly “for 
the good of all rather than for 
the pleasure of one.”

In Biography by Deutscher 


STALIN: A POLITICAL BIOGRAPHY, by Isaac Deutsch- 


er: Oxford: $5. 


This 600-page study, by a Polish-born author now in 


England, contains, to begin 


with, much material with 


which readers of modern history are already familiar. 
There are, for example, Stalin’s birth as the son of ex- 
serfs, his upbringing in Tiflis, the early development of his 


revolutionary attitudes, his con- 
tinuing obscurity, but growing 
importance, his arrests, his ad- 
herence to Lenin and _ Bolshe- 
vism, his rivalry with Trotsky, 
his crucial posts as commissar 
of several departments, the slow 
consolidation of his _ position 
after Lenin’s death, the purges, 
the maneuvering with Nazis 
and democracies in the late 
1930s and the war. 


But this is only the back- 
ground of the book. Instead of a 
lot of pieces of perversity, opin- 
ionatedness and unpredictabil- 
ity, Stalin becomes here a whole 
man: most of the mystery is 
taken out of him. Youth is 
linked understandably to ma- 
turity, inexperienced to exper}- 
ence, the influences of the first 
years to the achievements of the 
later. This is an explanation, 
not an expose.

Lovely Marguerite McClel- 
land, of Memphis, Tenn., will 
sing the role of the ill-starred 
Nedda in “Pagliacci.” Miss Mc- 
Clelland, considered by many as 
one of the most promising of 
America’s younger singing ac- 
tresses, will have as her leading 
man Rafael LaGares who will 
sing the role of Canio, made 
famous by the late Caruso. The 
familiar Prologue will be sung 
by Philip LaTorre, as Tonio.

Nicholas Reseigne will con- 
duct and Desire Defrere, Stage 
Director of the Metropolitan Op- 
era Association, will direct both 
works. 

Nearly sixty years old, both 
operas have ranked near the top 
of the popularity poll since their 
first performances. Certain 
similarities exist in the careers 
of the composers of these two 
works. Both men had failed at 
musical composition before they 
hit the jack-pot, and neither 
composed a successful opera aft- 
er they finished these works. 
Both composed for the same 
publisher; and most important— 
the single, successful opera each 
one wrote concerned itself with 
the lives, loves and deaths of 
simple Italian peasants. In the 
final analysis, however, the one 
successful work achieved lasting 
fame and favor because each 
composer turned out a score that 
Was a great expression of the 
opera’s story. 

Although the music of “I Pag- 
liacci’”” may be more familiar 
than Mascagni’s score, “Caval- 
leria Rusticana” boasts rich mel- 
odies and strong dramatic im- 

act. There is the gay Sicilian 
ove song, Siciliano, sung by Tu- 
riddu before the curtain opens. 
The voice of Santuzza pleads 
with the chorus in the joyful 
Resurrection hymn; and later 
she sings the great aria, “Vei 
la Sapete,” and duet with Mama 
Lucia. The Intermezzo, a mel- 
ody that is known everywhere, 
weaves a magic spell and pro- 
vides the opera’s spectators with 
welcome relief from its intense 
drama. Lola’s lilting air, King 
of Roses, is brief but familiar, 
and it adeptly characterizes her 
as a hip-swinging coquette. Just 
before the tragic finale, Turid- 
du’s rollicking drinking song, 
puts the crowd in the need for 
some short-lived gaiety. 

“Pagliacci’s” opening Pro- 
logue has been as much favored 
by high baritones as the Torea- 
dor Song or Figaro’s “Largo al 
Factotum.” No sooner has Tonio 
retreated behind the curtain 
after imploring his audience to 
look upon the night’s actors as 
real humans with feelings and 
impulses like their own, than 
the chorus is heard welcoming 
the players into town. The 
Chorus of The Bellis is a score 


which follows it. 

Nedda joins forces with Tonio 
and Silvio for a duet and the 
first act is brought to a close 
with the great aria, “Vesti la 
Giubba.”

Maj. Barney Oldfield never broke any race track rec- 
ords and he’s been tagged with very few tickets for speed- 
ing on the highways. 

But, he could tell some stories about his career, which 
would make the exploits of the late race track driver sound 
like child’s play. 

Maj. Oldfield is the adopted “nephew” of the late 
racer. He is Public Relations Officer for the Warner 
Robins Materiel Area. But, before he entered the 
service, he made a career in the theater and was fea- 
tured in Ripley’s Believe It Or Not and in the movie 
feature, Strange As It Seems. 

_ Maj. Oldfield claims the distinction of having seen more 
movies in a given period than any other human in the 
world. For five years prior to his entry into the Army 
as a member of the parachute infantry, Oldfield saw an 
average of 500 movies a year for five years. 

Since that time he hasn’t missed but one or two West- 
erns. But he has been forced to move up front in the the- 
ater from the back row to the thirteenth or fourteenth row. 

Maj. Oldfield began his career as a reporter for the 
Nebraska State Journal. He soon became associated with 
Variety, Billboard and other movie and entertainment pub- 
lications and his association with the world of make-believe 
began to jell. 

Since then, he’s been a Hollywood press agent; he 
has ballyhooed flea circuses, movies, stage shows and 
the greatest show the world has ever seen, the Nor- 
mandy Invasion for Uncle Sam. 

Before his discharge, he was elevated to the post of 
lieutenant colonel with the parachute infantry. 

He made 13 jumps at Fort Benning before he seriously 
injured a leg in a jump. Immediately before the Normandy 
landing it was his job to “sell” foreign correspondents on 
the idea of jumping with the parachutists. He said he “sold” 
16 on the idea, gave them the necessary training, but when 
the curtain went up, only six correspondents showed up 
for the big jump. 

Of all the shows Maj. Oldfield has seen in his career, 
he places “GWTW” at the top of the list. He says he has 
seen it eight times. “The Great Ziegfeld,” he believes, is 
the second greatest movie he has viewed. Other favorites 
are “Best Years of Our Lives” and “How Green Was My 
Valley.” 

Maj. Oldfield is not related to his late namesake. 
But, they were personal friends and the great race 
driver often referred to the younger Oldfield as his 
adopted “nephew.” 

Oldfield’s wife served in the Air Corps during World 
War II, as a corporal. “She was the smallest corporal ever,” 
Oldfield said. “Even smaller than Napoleon.” 

Maj. Oldfield’s commanding officer at Warner Robins 
is Brig. Gen. R. V. Ignico, who was an All-America tackle 
when he played at W. and L.

This group maintains that ef- 
ficiency in government should be 
heightened so as to compensate 
for the growing demand for muni- 
cipal services. 


On the other side of the ques- 
tion is the clamor for pensions 
for city employees and for ex- 
panded fire and police protection 
and for a broader recreation pro- 
gram. Still another angle in this 
controversy is the desire for an- 
nexation on the part of certain 
areas and residential owners out- 
side the City limits. Greater serv- 
ices and the annexation of new 
areas will mean higher taxes, some 
maintain.

ties of Shakespeare \\ TEMPEST

| HE TEMPEST” was written in the 
closing years of Shakespeare’s career 
as a dramatist. The opinion held by 
many readers, that it must.have been the 
latest play he wrote, is based on the fact that 
Prospero, the magician hero of the play, takes 
farewell of all his magic in the closing lines. 
It is tempting to imagine that Shakespeare 
wrote “The Tempest” as conscious autobiog- 
raphy, as a kind of farewell to his audience. 
An essential part of the plot, the ship- 
wreck, was based upon the adventure of Sir 
George Somers and his fleet in the summer of 
1609. The Admiral’s ship, Sea Venture, was 
wrecked on the coast of Bermuda. 
After several months the men made their 


way to Virginia in small boats, arriving at the - 


colony in 1610. The news of théir arrival 
reached England in September, 1610, and 
numerous accounts were soon published of 
their narrow escape, and of the strange island 
on which they had been tossed. 

No doubt the sailors, in telling their ad- 
venture, made the most of the super-natural 
creatures which inhabited the island, pursued

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them with weird noises, and plagued them 
with stinging whips. 

They had been listening to the grunts of 
wild pigs, and receiving the attention of blood- 
thirs.y mosquitoes. Shakespeare must have 
read some account of the Somers expedition, 
and it is more than likely that he heard the 
story, much exaggerated, from some of the 
returning sailors. 

His own imagination supplied the story of 
Prospero, Duke of Milan, and of his daughter, 
Miranda. One magnificent speech in the play 
he took from Florio’s translation of Mon- 
taigne, and Prospero’s farewell to the magical 
art suggests the great speech of Medea in 
Ovid's ‘“‘Metamorphoses,” which Shakespeare 
read in Golding’s translation. 

_. Prospero, the rightful Duke of Milan, cared 

little for the honors and the responsibilities 
of government. He was by nature studious 
and an inquirer into the mysteries of nature. 
He may have had admirers among the people 
of Milan but we doubt whether they had any 
reason to be aware of his existence. 
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There is no evidence in the story that they 
missed him when Antonio, his brother, seized 
the power in Milan, placed Prospero with his 
daughter, Miranda, in a frail boat, and turned 
them adrift in the Mediterranean to survive 
or perish as fate willed. 

Alonzo, King of Naples, connived at this 
murderous plot, as did others at his court— 
all but Gonzalo, honest and faithful, who, 


knowing the value of Prospero's books of 


magic, placed his library in the boat with him 
when he was cast adrift. 

Now at last Prospero had the leisure and 
solitude he always wanted for his studies. He 
and the child, Miranda, reached an island in- 
habited by no human beings. 

In this exile he controlled by his magic, 
Calaban, less than human, the incarnation of 
man’s baser impulses, and Ariel, who repre- 
sents the subtle powers of the human spirit 
to which all men may, by study and self-dis- 
cipline, attain. Prospero also learned to con- 
trol nature and to foresee coming events. 

The play opens with a magnificent repre- 
sentation of a shipwreck. The King of Naples, 
with his son, Ferdinand, and his courtiers, are 
returning from the marriage of the King’s 
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“Oh, Brave New World," Miranda Cried, : 
' Not Realizing That the Men She Admired

When Miranda first sees the King, the 
usurping Duke, and the courtiers, she does

Prospero comments quietly, “Tis new to 
thee.”’ |

Prospero has ar- 
ranged the meeting, and, of course, encourages 
the love between the young people. 

The usurping brother who intended to 
murder him, and all these years has thought 


-the attempt successful, is publicly shamed to 


find himself in Prospero’s hands. He is will- 
ing, however late, to restore the stolen Duke- 
dom. But worldly power never meant much to 
Prospero, and now means nothing at all. 

He does not wish to see Milan again. He 
has outgrown even the need of his magic, 
which, however useful, has proved itself only 
another form of power. 

The play is more fantastic than “Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream,” but it is also far more 
profound, full of wise reflections upon human

come off. The attempt merely establishes 
more clearly a kinship between the animal 
Calaban and the courtly but usurping brother 
of Prospero, who once shared, and perhaps 
still shares, the impulse to acquire power 
through crime, 

If this play is really an autobiographical 
revelation of Shakespeare at the end of his 
life, then the great poet must have acquired 
through experience a readiness to forgive 
rather than to trust his fellow man. Perhaps 
a noble philosophy, but certainly not an alto- 
gether happy one! 

In 1611, about the time when “The Tem- 
pest’ was first performed, Shakespeare sold 
his interests in the theatre and other London 
properties, and retired to the new home he had 
built for himself at Stratford, the town where 
he was born. 

His friendship with his actors and his fel- 
low dramatists continued. He may have col- 
laborated in several additional plays. We 
think he visited London from time to time to 
see a new performance, and we know his 
friends came to Stratford to enjoy his hos- 
pitality and to talk of old times.

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Three Times August Strind- 
berg Wrecked His Married 
Life in Order to Make Ever- 
lasting His Fame as the Au- 
thor of Domestic Tragedies

4] TRINDBERG is at the bottom of his 

S heart a noble nature,” his future sister- 

in-law, Maria Weyr, wrote to her hus- 

band. “But he has a very sad life behind him, 

which often misguides him, and once he has 
formed an opinion, he sticks to it. 

“He is unfit to deal with managers and pub- 
lishers, his nerves cannot stand it. As a result, 
he earns almost nothing. Whenever he’s not writ- 
in, he paints—just as well as he writes. He 
has tried sculpture,’ too, and plays the guitar; 
there is nothing he can’t do. He’s the man to 
turn a desert island into a paradise.” 

Not long after the letter was posted, Maria 
witnessed the marriage of her sister Frida on 
a sunny May morning in 1893. The groom, 
twice the bride’s age, was August Strindberg, 
Sweden’s most famous dramatist, poet, essayist, 
scientist, historian—and woman-hater. 

For their honeymoon the couple took rooms 
in a fisherman’s house on the island of Heligo- 
land and Strindberg had every chance to turn 
it into a paradise. 

Instead, he ordered his luggage put into a 
room separate from his wife’s. Each must have 
complete privacy, he informed her, so that, be- 
hind locked doors, they could think of each 
other and look forward to the next meeting. 
They were not to take each other for granted. 

At first, Frida found him a delightful com- 
panion, according to Elizabeth Sprigge in her 
recent -biography, “The Strange Life of August 
Strindberg,” published by the Macmillan Com- 
pany (Copyright, 1949, by Elizabeth M. S. 
Napier), on the 100th anniversary of his birth. 
Then the young bride broke her promise to her 
husband and read one of'his autobiographical 
stories. The result was disastrous. 

Ever since his first success, Strindberg had 
used his own life as the source of plots for his 
plays and novels. It was a form of self-con- 
fession in which the author spared no one, least 
of all himself. 

The latest in his series, “‘The Confession of a 
Fool,” was about to appear in a German edition. 
In it, he told of his marriage, his first, to Siri 
von Essen, Baroness Wrangell. He made Frida, 
his second wife, swear never to read it. 

Without warning, the book arrived and Frida 
could not restrain her curiosity. On page after 
page she saw her husband strip his first wife 
publicly—-the woman he had stolen from another 
man, “‘embraced and then pilloried before the 
eyes of the world.”’ 

She saw her lover partray himself, without 
mercy, as a fanatical egotist, tormented by 
demons and consumed by loathing for Siri. 

After reading the Confession, Frida knew 
she could never forgive the author of the most 
cruel autobiography ever written. Perhaps 
Strindberg already was taking notes on her 
conduct for a further expose. 

Although they would not admit their mar- 
riage had failed, within three months they had 
separated. Later, Strindberg conceived of a 
reconciliation. After the extraordinary precau- 
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tions for privacy on their honeymoon, he again 
recommended to his bride, “Do not let us be too 
intimate.” 

Frida joined him in Berlin to continue her 
studies in journalism, while Strindberg turned 
his attention to chemistry, especially the nature 
of sulphur. 

“He learnt to throw himself into a kind of 
trance,”’ writes Miss Sprigge, “occasionally he 
even experienced the complete departure of the 
spirit. from the body.”’ 

Frida was alarmed. She came to think of 
the experiments as a sort of rival. 

Actually, she had a rival she never suspected 
—her predecessor, Siri. 

In the 17 years of his first marriage, Strind- 
berg had been consumed by adoration for his 
wife, even as she drove him mad with hatred 
by her indifference. He accused his “Madonna” 
of infidelities while he knelt at her feet tear- 
fully begging forgiveness for his groundless sus- 
picions. Soon he transferred his ever-present 
hatred of Siri to Frida. 

‘‘AS a woman, she was bound to hate me as 
soon as she read my writings,” he wrote. “As 
my wife, she loves me. ‘My beloved wife, who 
hates me.’ Hatred and love! All is one.” 

_ A second reconciliation also failed. “What 
is the use...since we hate each other? I am a 
superior who has done you nothing but good;

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and I hate you as an enemy, because you behave 
like one. So I'm leaving you. ..As soon as you're 
alone, deprived of the urge to humiliate me, your 
energy will desert you, too. 

“Your strength is rooted in cruelty, you need 
an eternal victim to play the part. Look for 
another man. Adieu!” 

Soon after the breakup in 1894, Strindberg’s 
play, “The Father,” was produced in Paris. It 
was built on a there in his own life—the base- 
less fear that Siri’s three children were not his 
own. The tragedy was a smash hit. 

The joy of fame soon turned to bitterness. 
The lonely Strindberg dabbled in black magic, 
finally bécoming convinced that he could make 
gold. While engaged in the casting of his play, 
“To Damascus,” he fell in love and soon married 
a young actress, Harriet Bosse. He treated her 
as a goddess in a dream he had created. No 
other man must see her, 


Strindberg fought to keep her from the world ~ 


and just as strenuously Harriet fought to return 
to the world and the theatre. . 
Harriet won, and the genius was alone again. 
On his 60th birthday in 1909, all Stockholm 
turned out to honor the man it had cursed, 
starved, misunderstood and jeered. The tributes 
came in time. Three years later he was dead 
after an agonizing illness. His last words, 
Everything is atoned for,’’ seemed to show 
that the most tormented genius of his age had 
found peace at last.

UCY COTTON could hear the whispers of

A few society leaders sniffed at the display but 

most of The 400 liked the pretty young hostess 

and Lucy’s happiness was at its crest when, in 

1926, she’ suffered the first, and probably the 

greatest blow of her life. Edward Thomas died 

in an automobile accident. 

After the shock and the first great pangs of 
grief, the young widow went through a period 
of readjustment and appraisal of herself. 

She had her youth, beauty and a fortune

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dubbed her “Emancipation Party.” 
“After this,” she announced confidently, “I 


will take my time, and plenty of it, before I leap

After 
acquiring 35 lots on the island, she announced 
plans for the construction of a yacht club cost- 
ing $1,500,000.

Alive, but to the Home Where 
They Belong

NE night in Baltimore, an original Broad- 
way musical was playing to a large and 
appreciative audience. 

Back stage, three couples were waiting for 
the cue to their feature dance. Just as the 
orchestra began the introduction to their num- 
ber, an officer of the law appeared in the wings 
with a warrant for one of the men in the 
sextette. 

“Come along,” he said, “you’re under arrest.” 

The dance man protested: 

“Just let me finish this performance, then 
I'll go.” 

“Nothing doing,” the officer shook his head. 
“You pulled that one on.a cop in New York. 
While he waited at the stage door, you slipped 
out through the front of the house. Remember?” 

The dance man’s pretty little partner caught 
the officer's arm. 

“Please,” she pleaded. ‘Don’t spoil our 
number. He’s my bread and ,butter.”’ 

“That’s too bad, but he’s got another mouth 
to feed—and that’s why he’s going along with 
me, right now,” replied George H. Lamb, chief 
criminal investigator assigned to the abandon- 
ment bureau in the. district attorney’s oflice, 
Queens County, New York City. 

So the feature number that night had two 
couples instead of three. . 

The next day, in the Queens County district 
attorney's office, the dancer, who had deserted 
his wife and baby, signed an agreement to sup- 
port his child. 

Fugitive husbands can almost always be 
tracked down by the clues they leave. In one 
instance, the deserter was fond of a rare type 
of imported candy. He was arrested in the only 
Boston department store that sold that candy. 
Another changed his name and occupation but 
couldn’t resist having his business cards printed 
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on the same distinctively colored stock he for- 


merly used. 

Others are traced by their social security 
numbers, occupations, insurance policies, trade 
union cards, lodge dues, instalment buying and 
taunting postcards they write their abandoned 
Wives. 

Lamb only handles desertion cases where 
children are involved. In New York State, a 
father*who abandons his offspring can be sent 
to prison for two years. Pending trial, such 
fathers are usually placed under bond and re- 
quired to support their children. 

In his 33 years with the abandonment bureau, 
Lamb has tracked down more than 2,500 desert- 
ing fathers and arranged support payments that 
sometimes totaled as high as $75,000 a year. 

He has listened to about 90,000 complaints 
—such as the one made by a Sadly disillusioned 
wife named Alice. 

When Alice was a stenographer earning $40 
a week, she fell in love with a shipping clerk 
named Tom, who was making $80 a week. 

Alice hadn’t met Tom’s family and knew 
nothing about his background, except that he 
came from Kansas-——but he seemed everything 
She wanted in a husband, so she married him. 

She kept her job and, even though they spent 
every cent they both earned, they were happy 
enough with their young, unfettered love—-until 
their baby came. 

Then Alice had to quit her job, and con- 
sequently they had to live on two-thirds of their 
previous income. ‘< 

They both resented tHfa 
free any more. There w 
recreation. Tom _ found 
wondered why she had 
charming. 

Impatient and short-tempered, he blamed her 
for all their troubles. So he left her—-and Alice 
went to the abandonment bureau. 

Lamb located the husband in another state 
and returned him to the Queens County district 
attorney's office, where Tom signed an agree- 
ment to support his child. 

“Alice made the same mistake a lot of 
women make,” Lamb said in a recent interview 
with The American Weekly. ‘“‘She was in such 
a hurry to get married she couldn’t take the 
time to find out all she should have about Tom.” 

On one husband-hunting safari to Florida, 
Lamb had a warrant for a middle-aged deserter

owner of an automobile agency. He was going 
with a girl, many years his junior. Lamb talked 
to the other woman who told him her suitor 
“would marry her but his wife wouldn’t give 
him a divorce.’’ Lamb in turn confronted the 
husband who admitted he was tired of his self- 
imposed freedom and his new girl, and was lone- 
some for his wife and two children. 

The investigator contacted the wife. “Go 
down there immediately with the children,’ he 
advised. “See that girl. Tell her you are taking 
your husband back and she’s got to leave him 
alone.”’ : 

The wife did as she was bid. Lamb has since 
heard the reunited couple are happier.than ever. 

Another man who had deserted his Wife and 


eight children was relieved when Lamb caught 


up with him and agreed right away to return. 
“I just wanted to get away for a while,’”’ the 
harassed father sighed. “I’m fond of those 
kids, all right, but they make a lot of noise.” 

A Queens doctor with.an income of $20 000 
a year felt he had outgrown his wife, whom he 
had married when he was in medical school. 
His bride had clerked in a dime store to help 
make ends meet. After 15 years of marriage, 
the doctor met a school teacher, fortyish, but 
intelligent and mentally attuned to him. 

The wife sued for separate maintenance, 
winning support for their three children, but he 
refused to abide by the court ruling and said, 
‘“‘No one can tell me hgw much I should pay.” 

He gave up his lucrative practice in. Queens, 
moved to another state, got a divorce and mar- 
ried the school teacher. 

Lamb traced him, took him back to Queens 
and saw that he signed a support agreement. 

Lamb has a few words of warning for girls 
contemplating marriage:

Don’t take a man away from 
his wife and expect him to remain faithful to 
you. What does his boss think of him? * How 
does he treat his parents? Does he go to church 
with fair regularity?

HE will of James V. Forrestal, Secretary of 
7 Defense, provided that the executors of his 
estate could sit down and talk over the 
problem with anyone who felt slighted, and they 
were given full authority to compromise any 
claim in the fairest way they could. 

' This will, the terms of which recently were 
made public, is a far cry from another, and 
perhaps more common type, which clearly states 
that no one can argue with the dead and get 
away with it. Many last testaments have speci- 
fied that: if any beneficiary feels he is slighted, 
contests the will and loses, he loses everything. 

Both kinds of will are legal. Many courts 
agree that the man who made and left the 
money is entitled to say who gets it, even after 
his death. 

Forrestal’s will provided that a trust fund 
of $500,000 be set up, the income to go to his 
widow, Mrs. Josephine Ogden Forrestal, and, 
upon her death, to his two sons, Michael V. and 
Peter. 

The remainder of the estate, after a few 
minpr bequests, also was to be included in the 
trust fund. The executors, the New York Trust 
Company and Clarence Dillon, of Dillon, Read & 
Company, have complete authority to invest the 
money and to settle any claims against the 
estate. 

Thus, if anyone chooses to contest the will, 
the executors have authority to make a settle- 
ment. 

In Fairfield County, Conn., the Superior 
Court had a problem arising from a different 
type of will. Wilbur Sturges left the interest on 
$10,000 to his son, James R. Sturges. But the 
will specified that if James, who was then 52

years old, stopped drinking, he would get a far 
greater amount. The money, in case he did not 
leave alcohol alone, would go to philanthropic, 
civic and religious organizations. The will fur- 
ther specified that if the son, or any organiza- 
tion, contested the will, the entire inheritance 
was to be revoked. 

Such wills have been upheld in many courts, 
so Sturges, himself, did not contest it. Instead, 
the trustee, acting for Sturges, petitioned the 
court for a ruling on the legality of the docu- 
ment. ? 

That raised the questions: Did Sturges for- 
feit all claims because his trustee asked for a 
ruling? Was he entitled to the money whether 
he continued drinking or not? 

The court ruled that since the trustee in- 
augurated the suit, Sturges forfeited nothing. 
The court also held that the elder Sturges was 
perfectly within his rights in demanding that his 
son fulfill certain obligations. It further ordered 
that the money be kept in trust for James so 
long as he lived, just in case. 

Cases in which owners of property have at- 
tempted to control their trustees after their 
death are common, according to records of the 
New York County Lawyers Association. A 
wealthy man who died in the 1890s, when the 
stocks of street car companies were at their 
highest, demanded that the money be invested 
in city transit stocks and bonds. Street car stocks 
declined and the estate was nearly wiped out 
before the trustees could get a court order per- 
mitting them to reinvest what was left. 

Samuel Klein, who founded and developed 
a New York department store, S. Klein, into 
a tremendous enterprise, directed his trustees on 
his death to carry on the store under the same 
name, as a corporation under their direction,

Profits were to go to his heirs, 

The only trouble was that Klein, operating 
as an individual and a proven genius at mer- 
chandising, could carry on _ short-term credit 
arrangements, while the corporation could not, 
due to technical restrictions. The creditors be- 
gan pressing and the trustees were prohibited 
from selling many of Klein’s real estate hold- 
ings to meet the bills. 

After several years of litigation between the 
trustees and the beneficiaries, in which five 
firms of attorneys were involved, the courts per- 
mitted a compromise. The store was sold, al- 
though it continued under the name ofS. Klein, 
and became once more a profitable enterprise. 

Judge James A. Delehanty. who recently

retired .after 16 years 4s 
New York County Surrogate, 
during which period he _  sur- 
veyed some 65,000 wills, pointed 
out that the vesting of too much 
power in executors can also be dan- 
gerous. 
“The New York State Legislature 
termed it a ‘serious and potential menace,’ ” 
he said. ‘“‘The Legislature, on the advice of the 
surrogates, decided that a trustee cannot be ab- 
solved from reasonable care, diligence and pru- 
dence in exercising their duties. Too many wills 
were giving executors blank checks, and it Was 
necessary to curb the practice.”’ 

Judge Delehanty also said that despite the 
reasonableness of the Forrestal will courts are 
largely bound to uphold wills which prohibit 
any contesting. 

This, of. course, would not include such pro- 
visions as are against public policy. The will 
of Daniel K. Weiskopf, of Miami, Fla., cut off 
his ddughter, Denise, unless she divorced her 
husband, Capt. H. Reid. 

This will was deemed by the courts to be 
against the public good, as it attempted to 
break up a marriage. 

Another will denied a woman _ beneficiary 
any share in the estate if she ever bobbed 
her hair. 

Although the trusteeship of property in- 
volving several hundred thousand dollars may 
seem a difficult task, to James H. M. Ewart, 
trust officer of the New York Trust Company 
who will have the routine administration of the 
Forrestal will, it is just another job. 

“This is our business,” he said. ‘‘We are, of 
course, pleased that Mr. Forrestal chose us, with 
Mr. Dillon, to administer the estate. 

“We'll do the best we can and, thanks to 
Mr. Forrestal’s foresight, it won’t be a frighten- 
ing job.”

WO adults and four children in every hun- 
T dred are addicted to sleepwalking, or som- 

nambulism, a strange psych logical mani- 
festation which is always to be .cared because 
of potential accidents and sometimes converts 
tranquil Jekylls into demoniacal Hydes. 

When that happens, something like Minne- 
sota’s recent “nightmare murder” is only too 
likely to result. 

Lloyd N. Osborne, a 59-year-old real estate 
broker of Omaha, Neb., had gone vacationing 
to a cabin on the north shore of Lake Superior 
with Helen Osborne, 48, his third wife and bride 
of six months. They sat up late one evening 
discussing the case of Jake Bird, an axe slayer 
who had been hanged in. Washington after con- 
fessing 44 killings. 

Other members of the party, who occupied 
two adjoining cabins, dropped in the next morn- 
ing. They found Mrs. Osborne dead in bed, 
strangled, her head split open. In the same 
room, in a chair beside a table, was the body 
of Osborne. A note on the table told what had 
happened. 

“Please forgive me for this terrible thing. 
Helen and I were talking over the Jake Bird 
hatchet murders and I had a nightmare...” 

It had been a fearful dream in which he 
found himself committing some of the crimes 
that had oddly obsessed him for months, but 
when he awoke about 4 a. m. the reality was 
even more terrifying. 

“IT woke up to discover I had hit my precious 
wife. It is too horrible to face so I am taking 
the easy way out...” 

He dressed himself and put his affairs in 
order. He wrote checks for club dues, telephone 
bills and other current expenses. Then he swal- 
lowed poison and started to write the explana- 
tory note, which also gave directions for his 
burial and the disposition of his belongings. It 
trailed off into a scrawl as the poison took effect. 
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and perform a multitude of functions. They 
appear to be in some kind of a trance which 
science so far has not been able to define very 
clearly. Some psychologists believe somnam- 
bulism is a trick of the mind to get rid of a 
reprehensible impulse without being aware of 
it. Sleepwalkers, they say, are. frequently people 
with split personalities. 

Henry Leonard Chancey, a 24-year-old rail- 
way mail clerk with an excellent reputation, re- 
ported toa his superiors in Macon, Ga., that 
$30,000 had been stolen from his car. He was 
arrested because he was the only one who could 
have had access, but he answered all questions 
straightforwardly and there seemed to be no 
answer to the mystery. 


NVESTIGATING his background, detectives 

learned that he had been reported as a sleep- 
walker while he was serving a hitch with the 
Marines. They reasoned that he might be able 
to supply a clue while he was asleep, so that 
night they quietly entered his cell and asked him 
in soothing tones to tell them about the-missing 
money. 

To their astonishment, Chancey got out of 
bed, put on his clothes and, still apparently 
asleep but with his eyes open, led them to the 
spot on a farm eight miles away where he had 
buried the money. When he was awakened he 
had no memory of either visit. 

In England a maid was accused of stealing 
money from members of the household and hid- 
ing it in books, but she was acquitted when it 
was established that she was a sleepwalker. 

In Lyons, France, the wives of a number 
of businessmen received letters, all in the same 
handwriting, warning each that her husband was 
in love with his typist. Comparing notes, the 
husbands took the letters to the police, who 
decided the author must be someone suffering 
from a nervous disorder. 

Numerous nerve specialists were consulted 
and one of them recognized the handwriting as

Prosecutor J. Henry Eliason accepted the 
explanation without question and released the 
bodies for shipment to Omaha. Other prosecuting 
officers in similar cases have been more dubious, 
not realizing that a sleepwalker can remain pro- 
foundly unconscious of what he is doing under 
almost any circumstances. 

Shy littlenJo Ann Kiger, 16, dreamed that 
robbers had broken into her home in Covington, 
Ky., and were attacking her father. She leaped 
out of bed, grabbed two loaded revolvers and 
started shooting. After those shots were spent, 
she found another pistol and fired more. 

Still holding the weapon in her hands, she 
awoke and looked around. There were no rob- 
bers, but her father and her six-year-old brother 
were dead and her mother, wounded in the hip, 
was sobbing in pain and horror. 

The scene was enough to convince a court 
that she had acted beyond her control and she 
was acquitted in short order. 


HEN Alfred Morrison of Mount Vernon, N. Y., 
W shot and killed his wife, he testified at 
his trial that he had been sleepwalking and 
hadn’t awakened until many hours later. That 
detail almost sent him to the electric chair be- 
cause the jury at first refused to believe that the 
explosion of the gun in his hand wouldn't have 
shocked him back to normalcy. 

His eventual acquittal might have come much 
sooner if the jurors had heard of a case reported 
during World War II by Major 8. A. Sandler, an 
Army psychiatrist. 

' A sleepwalking soldier in an Army post 
arose from bed, dressed, gave the right password 
to the guards and went to a big gun emplace- 
ment. He took off the tarpaulin, covering—a 
three-man job in itself—loaded the gun and 
fired it. The explosion shook the countryside, 
but it didn’t awaken the soldier. : 

Sleepwalkers are not actually asleep, since 
they can avoid obstacles, carry on conversations 
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that of a patient, a typist who had been dis- 
charged because the wife of her employer dis- 
covered her infatuation for him. Since losing 
her job, the girl had shown signs of mental 
trouble. 

After watching her home for several days, 
detectives saw her leave the house in her night- 
gown one evening and approach a mailbox with 
an envelope in her hand. They stopped her and 
discovered, as they half suspected, that she was 
walking in her sleep. The letter she carried was 
another of the several she had written and ad- 
dressed without any waking memory of her 
actions. 

Marta Muulsberg, a girl in Thusis, Switzer- 
land, robbed 11 graves in a cemetery before the 
police, lying in wait for suspected medical stu- 
dents, seized her one evening with a shovel in 
her hand. She, too, was in nightdress. “I often 
wondered how my feet got so dirty during the 
night,”’ she said when they awoke her. 

There is virtually no end to the peculiar 
things somnambulists will do. A 15-year-old 
girl walked 25 miles from her home in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., to Elizabeth, N. J., making her way 
through traffic, crossing bridges and paying 
her fare on a ferry without waking up. 

A Montana farmer called on the sheriff te 
catch a thief who was milking his cows dry, 
and when a watch was set the farmer himself 
was caught milking his herd during his sleep. 
A man on Long Island, perhaps dreaming he 
was Santa Claus, climbed on his roof and started 
down the chimney. Workmen had to tear doWwn 
the brickwork to get him out. 

In Newark, N. J., Mrs. James Thorpe got 
out of bed while asleep, dressed herself and led 
two wirehaired terriers a mile away, where she 
tied them to a fence. She reported them stolen 
the next morning, but the police found a witness 
who convinced her, to her amazement, that she 
was the culprit. 

For many centuries it was believed that 


demons entered the bodies of sleepwalkers and 
caused their strange actions. Then came a long 
period in which it was held that no sleepwalker 
should be awakened suddenly for fear the shock 
would injure him. Now, however, psychoiogists 
recommend that anyone found walking in his 
sleep be awakened at once because, if he doesn't 
injure someone else, he is quite likely to hurt 
himself. : 

Only the other day Donald Giddings awoke 
to find himself hanging by his fingertips from 
a window of his London home 40 feet above the 
ground. He screamed for help and a fire brigade 
rescued him with an extension ladder. 

Lieut. John Foley of the Naval Medical 
Corps, on a honeymoon in New York City, was 
awakened by a terrific thump and discovered he 
was lying with a broken leg on a roof three 
stories below his hotel window. James Susko 
of Roby, Ind., went to sleep in a Pullman, 
dreamed someone was chasing him with a gun 
and jumped off the speeding train, suffering 
severe injuries, 

Esther Sears, a Boston society girl; Anny 
Ahlers, a brilliant European actress, and innu- 
merable other persons with histories as sleep- 
walkers, have plunged from windows to their 
death. 


YARIOUS other forms of self-destruction have 

been inspired by nightmares. John Anthony 
Crooke, a civil engineer in Denver, Colo., stabbed 
himself four times in his sleep. When he awoke, 
bleeding to death, he told his wife he had 
dreamed of being surrounded by enemies and 
that finally an evil spirit had persuaded him to 
kill himself. . 

Emma Foli, employed as a maid in a home at 
Springfield, Ill., dreamed she was taking bicar- 
bonate of soda. Her mistress found her writhing 
in pain on the bathroom floor. In her sleep she 
had swallowed a tumblerful of a powerful dis- 
infecting fluid. She died a few days later in a 
hospital. 

Many famous people have been somnam- 
bulists. Ivan the Terrible of Russia was 
one and so was Mark Twain, the humorist. 
Sir Isaac Newton, discoverer of the laws of 
gravity, hadn’t realized he was a sleep- 
walker until he found himself using the ten- 
der fingers of his little niece to press down 
the hot tobacco in his freshly-lighted pipe. 


Probably the strangest and most famous 
sleepwalking tragedy concerned a brilliant 
French detective, Robert Ledru; who had 
been working so hard that he was sent to 
the seaport of Le Havre for a rest. After a 
refreshing sleep of 12 hours he received a 
wire from Paris asking him to help the 
police at near-by Sainte Addresee investi- 
gate a murder. 

It turned out to be an interesting case. 
The victim, apparently a solitary midnight 
bather, had been shot through the heart. 
His clothes, which lay on the beach, had 
not been rifled. He was a vacationing Pari- 
Sian businessman with no enemies and no 
love affairs. The motive was baffling. 

The footprints of the victim and the murderer 
were clearly impressed-in the wet sand, and 
Ledru, examining them, suddenly turned pale. 
‘Let me have the fatal bullet,” he said, ‘and 


I think I can locate your man.” 


A few hours later he reported to his chief 
in Paris, announcing he had solved the mystery. 

“You will see from this photograph of the 
footprints,” he said, “that the murderer had 
lost the big toe of his right foot. Here are two 
bullets, one taken from the body and the other 
fired, in a test, from my own pistol. The mark- 
ings are identical. You will remember that I 
shot off the toe of my right foot in an accident 
several years ago. When I saw the footprints, 
I knew why it was that my socks were wet when 


- TL awoke yesterday morning. I am your prisoner.” 


Instead of being tried, Ledru was retired 
with a pension. Until his death at the age of 85 - 
he slept every night, at his own insistence, in 
a barred room. 


AN English inventor has devised an ingenious 

means of preventing sleepwalking disasters. 
He constructed a bed with a series of light beams 
criss-crossed above it, so that if a slumberer at- 
tempts to arise during the night, he will inter- 


rupt a beam and set off an alarm bell. 


Dr. Valentine Ujhely, of Columbia University,. 
had an even more intriguing method of keeping 
potential sleepwalkers in their downy cots. He 
believed in covering the patient’s face with a 
gauze cone, similar to the type used in admin- 
istering anesthetics. Soft symphonic music lulled 


the somnambulist to sleep while Dr. Ujhely put 
drops of jasmine and tuberose on the gauze. 


A succession of these music-and-perfume 
treatments, said the doctor, would lead the 
patient into the habit of having pleasant dreams 
instead of nightmares. Anyone who dreams pleas- 
antly. during the night, he felt, would not be 
likely to start wandering around in his sleep, 
doing strange and often tragic things.

Jerome, his will beaten down, was sent off to Genoa and 
placed in charge of a naval squadron. Meanwhile, a French man- 
of-war had pointed its muzzle at the little Erin, and she had set 
sail for England. There Betsy waited for the summons from 
Jerome that never came. At Camberwell her son was born, July 
7, 1805, and was baptized Jerome Napoleon. Later that year, 
mother and son returned to America. 

To beisy, his wife, Jerome for a time wrote lyrically of his 
undying devotion, but his power to rPesist his brother’s will had 
been crushed. Napoleon had the marriage annulled. After that, 
Jerome was made an admiral and a prince of the Empire. 

He had never seen his second bride, the Princess Catherine 
of Wurttemberg, until shortly before he married her in Paris 
in August, 1807. She was nearly two years older than he; 
plump and plain, but Napoleon had decreed the alliance. Jerome 


looked as if he had been sentenced to death when he became 
her husband. 


HE year after his marriage he wrote to Betsy at Baltimore 

that without her “life had no meaning. Events ‘will never 
efface you from my memory. I wish you to be near.’ He offered 
her the principality of Schmalkalden with a dower of 200,000 
francs and title of Princess .of Schmalkalden for herself, and 
Prince for her son. By that time Jerome had become King of 
Westphalia. The imperious Betsy is said to have answered: “West- 
phalia is not large enough for two queens, and as to the annuity, 
I preter to be sheltered under the wing of an eagle than be sus- 
pended from the bill of a goose.” The ‘eagle’’ to whom she 
referred was Napoleon, from whom she accepted an allowance 
of 60,000 francs a year. 

In the autumn of 1812 Betsy applied for a divorce according 
to the laws of Maryland, and the decree was granted early the 
following year by a special act of legislature. It was not many 
years before Jerome was a king in exile, and Napoleon himself 
was pacing the r@ck of Elba. 

Seventeen years after separating at Lisbon, Jerome and 
Betsy once saw each other again—at the Pitti gallery in Flor- 
ence. They did not speak. Jerome was with his wife and small 
daughter, Mathilde. To his queen he said, ““That is my American 
wife."’ Betsy opened her coat that he might see how kindly time 
had dealt with her figure. The queen had none! 

in Europe, where Madame Bonaparte lived many years, she 
was greatly admired, and Talleyrand said, “If she were queen, 
how gracefully she would reign!’’ One of her close friends was 
the Duke of Wellington, who had conquered Napoleon. 

After Napoleon’s death, Madame Bonaparte took her son 


to visit his grandmother, Napoleon’s mother, at Rome. She 


wished him to marry a European, but Susan Williams of Baiti- 
more became his wife. He had an excellent career as an aitorney, 
and Napoleon the Third entertained him as “Cousin Jerome,” 

For Napoleon, Betsy always retained admiration. “The 
Emperor dealt harshly with me, but I forgave him long ago. 
Did he not say of me to Marshal] Bertrand at St. Helena, ‘Those 
whom I have wronged have forgiven me; those whom I have 
loaded with kindness have forsaken me.’” 

After 1840 Madame Bonaparte never visited Europe. Some- 
one said to her, ‘‘Madame, I hear you were once beautiful. How 
old are you?” 

“Nine hundred and ninety-nine years, nine months, nine 
weeks and nine days.” 

At the age of 94 she died, April 4, 1879. She rests ina 
Baltimore cemetery. On her headstone is carved: 

AFTER LIFE’S FITFUL FEVER SHE SLEEPS WELL,

ILLIAM F. WALKER was a deacon and 
custodian of the funds of his church’s 
state organization, the trusted treasurer 
of a savings bank in New Britain, Conn., and 
a family man of 61 years who had. never in- 
dulged in intoxicating liquors or tobacco.

Confidence men are usually ruthless men in 
a ruthless racket, but Big Al and his confed- 
erates took pity on their pitiful little victim. 
They disguised him, took him to Cuba, gave 
him a little house next to a gambling joint, and 
left him with $20,000. As far as they were 
concerned, the Walker episode was over. The 
gang broke up. Whitney was last heard of in 
London and the other members. scattered to 
various parts of the world. 

What happened to Walker between the time 
the gang left him in Havana and he turned up 
in Lower California has never been known. 

After he got out of prison, he worked as a 
clerk and magazine solicitor. : He died in 1922, 
without ever telling anyone how he managed 
to steal more than half a million dollars or 
what became of the rest of the loot, beyond the 
$295,000 accounted for by the Pinkertons. 

He took to his grave, too, the secret of what- 
ever it was. that first started him on the down- 
ward path.

within her body, Miss W. was doomed; without 
this hormone, life is simply impossible. Drs. 
Gardiner-Hill and Broster, whose patient she 
had become, Knew of a girl, Miss H., aged 21 
years, who suffered from excessive secretion of 
the cortex. Among other symptoms, Miss H. 
had overgrowth of unsightly hair on her face, 
which led to her breaking off her engagement 
to a young man. 

The doctors removed the cortex from the left 
side of Miss H. and grafted it in the abdomen of 
Miss W. They report that the donor of the cor- 
tex was relieved of her troubles, and the recip- 
ient was cured of the fatal Addison’s disease. 

Such operations, however, are rarely success- 
ful. Patients of Addison’s disease are now re- 
lieved, and kept alive, by being given drugs which 
imitate the essentially life saving effects of the 
natural ACH. There are extracts of the cortex 
of beef, sheep or hog, generally known as “cor- 
tin” preparations; also synthetic drugs such as 
Desoxycorticosterone (Des-oxe-kor-tik-osteron), 
to be obtained and used only on a physician’s 
prescription. 

One of the patients at Mount Sinai Hospital 
in New York, a 21-year-old girl, was on the brink 
of death in an Addison’s disease crisis. Dr. Louis 
J. Soffer treated her with Desoxycorticosterone. 
Eventually pellets of the drug were implanted 
under the skin. The girl not only survived, but 
has lived well for ten years.

through tuberculosis or some other infection or 
otherwise injured, some medicine having the 
effect of the life hormone has to be given. If 
the gland is capable of producing the ACH, its 
activity can be enhanced by the use of another 


hormone — ACTH (adreno-cortico-tropic hor- 
mone) produced by the pituitary gland, at the 
base of the skull. ACTH stirs up the cortex to 
produce ACH. 

Recently ACTH was isolated by Dr. Choh 
Hao Li of the University of California. Pre- 
pared by the Li method from sheep or hog 
pituitaries, the hormone is being tried on various 
types of patients. As was published in The 
American Weekly, of May 29, 1949, ACTH and 
synthetic Compound E, which has the effective- 
ness of the life hormone in certain ways, have 
been used for dramatic relief of chronic arthritis. 

Another medical trial treatment with ACTH 
has been in the disease called myasthenia gravis 
(mias-thene-ah gra-vis), a malady of fatigue and 
weakness of muscles leading to paralysis. In 
abeut half of known cases, this steadily worsen- 
ing malady has been found to be associated 
with tumors of the thymus gland, located below 
the neck. ACH exerts restraint on thymus 
activity. 

So physicians have produced dramatic, al- 
though temporary, relief in some myasthenia 
cases by giving either some drug imitating the 
effects of ACH or ACTH, which increases the 
natural life hormone production, 
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Dr. Soffer considerably improved the 
serious condition of a 29-year-old woman with 
myasthenia with four days of ACTH injections. 
At the Emory University Hospital, Atlanta, Ga., 
19-year-old Gloria Wilbanks, a critically ill my- 
asthenic, was improved with the hormone. The 
specific drug for myasthenia is Neostigmine, but 
ACTH helped greatly in some cases. 


One secret of the wide range of influence of. 


ACH is that it is a composite of several differ- 
ent hormones, one factor being Compound E. 
also Known as Cortisone, now being tested in 
arthritis and brain disorders. ACH is known 
to be essential for the body’s retention of water 
and salt, for turning protein into sugar, regula- 
tion of fat and certain other bodily character- 
istics. It has to do with growth, too. 

Without the life hormone the body dries up, 
and a condition of shock and collapse results. 

It has been suggested by Dr. A. J. Carlson, 
of the University of Chicago, that aging might 
also involve a steady exhaustion of the cortex 
of the adrenal. 

Under physical and emotional stress, injury 
or pain there is increased cortex activity and 
production of ACH. The prevention of the ex- 
haustion of the adrenal cortex is one of the 
principal factors in preserving physical and 
mental vigor. Some day, by supporting its ac- 
tivity with synthetic hormone preparations, it 
may be possible to delay the coming of old age 
and prolong our life span.

UST as it has been written that the face of 


Helen of Troy “launched a thousand ships,”

“How can you say such a thing?” cried Vir- 
tue. “I have never in my life seen you before,”’ 


VEN before officers haled everyone in the 
house off to jail, they’d begun to have doubts. 
This feeling spread with epidemic rapidity 
until soon all England was split into two fac- 
tions, and the case became the chief topic of 
conversation and debate throughout the country. 
In the beginning, Elizabeth’s believers — 
known as the Canningites as opposed to the 
Egyptians —had everything their own way. 
What if there were certain small discrepancies 
in her story? She had been confused. Her cap- 
tors had driven her frantic. One had but to see 
her and talk to her to know that such a sweet, 
innocent girl was incapable of falsehood. 
Even so, with Mary Squires and Susanna 
Wells held for trial on Feb. 21, the prosecution 
needed at least one corroborating witness 


This witness took the stand in the familiar 


Shape of Virtue Hall. ! 


She repudiated her original statement, swore 
that Elizabeth’s story of what happened in the 
house was true, and thus clinched the case. 

Accordingly, Mary Squires was sentenced to 
swing at Tyburn-—for the theft of one pair of 
stays, value 10 shillings, while Susanna Wells, 
as an accessory, was ordered branded on the 
hand with the letter “T.”’ 

The branding sentence was. carried out with- 
out delay, and the doomed gypsy, still protest- 
ing and vowing that Virtue Hall had lied, was 
solemnly advised to make her peace with God. 

Then came an interruption. 


g ik CRISPE GASCOYNE, the wise and 
thoughtful Lord Mayor of London, began te 
have doubts, too. He studied the evidence, and 
questioned Virtue Hall. Soon she was admitting 
that her testimony had been prepared. 

The immediate upshot was_ that 
Squires’ execution was postponed. 

This decision caused Canningites from one 
end of the realm to the other to reach the boil- 
ing point, and they all but blew their tops pres- 
ently when— 

1. Mary Squires received a full pardon. 

2. Elizabeth Canning was arrested on a 
charge of perjury. 

The trial, held in April, 1754, 14 months after 
her night of mystery, lasted seven days. 

As part of the case, the prosecution sum- 
moned 36 witnesses to back Mary Squires’ alibi. 
These swore to her presence in various villages 
in the south of England during the first two 
weeks of Elizabeth’s absence. 

It was pointed out 
that Elizabeth had told

In the judgment of 
the jurors, the evidence 
called for a conviction, 
and the defendant was 
sentenced to seven years 
“on His Majesty’s plan- 
tations in America.” 


She sailed in August, 

1754, and a little more 

than a year later, while living in Wethersfield, 

Conn., married John Treat, a grandnephew of 

Governor Robert Treat. They had three sons 

and a daughter, but Elizabeth never lived to see 
them all grow up. She died on July 22, 1773. 


ANY noted writers have taken sides in this 

historic mystery. Henry Fielding, the nov- 
elist, who was a Justice of the Peace at the time, 
Became an ardent Canningite, as did Andrew 
Lang, the Scottish author, who lived a century 
later. Austin Dobson, on-the other hand, and 
Arthur Machen, who wrote “The Canning 
Wonder,” both turned pens-down on Elizabeth's 
veracity. Assuming that the perjury verdict was 
a just one—and legal-minded writers are agreed 
that it was—the question inevitably arises: 

What probably happened? 

In the first place, there was nothing far- 
fetched about the basic features of Elizabeth’s 
story:. that she was seized, that she was held 
captive, and that she escaped. 

The logical supposition is that the girl was 
forced to submit to indignities, and that after 
her escape she wished to keep secret this phase. 

A girl of her character and upbringing would 
not want anyone to know, not even her mother. 
And if her mother did find out, the mother 
would not want anyone else to know. 

However, the situation had gotten out of 
hand. Elizabeth had not been able to stick to 
a story in which both the place of captivity and 
the captors would remain anonymous, She 
allowed herself to be drawn into making iden- 


’ tifications, and consequently accusations, which 


could not be substantiated. 

Thus she not only brought upon herself the 
charge of being a perjurer. Her falsehoods led 
many people to believe that she had never been 
a captive for more than, say, the first several 
hours of that New Year’s night. 

Whatever the true solution, it lies with her 
in Wethersfield.

HE visitor stepped into the big barn 
and gazed with interest at the long 
row of stalls filled with sleek cows. 

It wasn't what he saw but what he 
heard, however, that brought an ex- 
¢clamation from him. 

“Why, you've got a radio for them!” 

“Sure,”’ grinned his escort. “We think 
everv cattle barn should have a radio.” 

Karl Mueller, one of the owners of 
a dairy herd in Arlington, Minn., says 
music not only keeps his cows happy but 
helps condition them for competition in 
big cattle shows. But the music must 
be either ‘‘sweet’’ or symphonic, 

Mueller’s discovery that music can 
be as soothing as a good mash came one 
afternoon when he moved a radio into 
the barn to listen to a football broadcast 
while working. ‘

put the radio on again.at milking time

Offi- 
cials replied it would be all right, pro- 
viding the Mueller radio was Kept tuned 
low so as not to disturb other animals.
